WASHINGTON (A P) — Secretary of 
S tate Henry A K issinger said t(x iay he 
will go to Moscow nex t week to seek a 
nu clear arm s agreem ent in sp ite of con­ 
tinu ed Sov iet interv ention in Angola 
Kissinger told a news conference the 
im p ortance of a strategic arm s lim ita­ 
tion treaty is so v ital to A m erican inter­ 
e sts and world p eace that it ov ercom es 
a t p resent the disp u te in the form er 
A frican colony 
N ev ertheless, K issinger m ade one of 
his strongest statem ents concerning the 
R u ssian role in Angola and w arned that 
the ov er all U.S.-Ru ssian interest will Ix ' 
affected sooner or later if Moscow does not 
change its African p olicy 
The essence of detente. K issinger said, 
calls for “neither side to seek u nilateral 
adv antage ’’ 


“This is not a m atter of abstract 
goodwill.” Kissinger said “ It is at the 
v ery heart of ou r relationship " 
Continu ed 
Ru ssian 
inv olv ement 
in 
Angola is bou nd to bnng ev en stronger 
American reaction, the secretary indicated 
This chain of ev ents “ sooner or later will 
lead to op en confrontation." he said 


Bu t Ki.ssinger retu rned to his m ain 
p oint when he said that the effort to 
negotiate a lim itation on nu c-lear arm s is 
at this p oint ov erridingly m ore im p or 
tant than the day -to-day p roblems su ch as 
ex ist in Angola 
“SALT is a p erm anent p roblem ,” he 
said 
If there is no agreem ent, the 
R u ssians will be free to increase their 
nu i'lear arsenal and to dev elop new and 
m ore sop histicated weap ons sy stem s. 
At the .same tim e, the SALT 1 ag ree ­ 


ment will end nex t y ear and withou t a 
new accord all lim itations on defensiv e 
m issile sy stem s will end 


This will p u t a sev ere economic crisis 
into the A m erican sy stem and lead to 
dangerou s w orldw ide in.stability . the 
secretary said 


The S ta te D ep artm ent annou nced 
earlier that K issinger will fly to Moscow- 
nex t week for talks with Sov iet leader 
I^onid I 
Brezhnev on a p ro.sp ediv e 
nu clear weap ons agreem ent 


K issinger said the Sov iets “hav e as­ 
su red u s they a re p rep ared to modify 
their last p osition."

High-lev el sou rces said differences re ­ 
m ain ov er what to stress and assessm ent 
of the U.S. p osition, bu t a draft of the re­ 
solu tion is ex p ected by the end of the 
week 


The sou rces said the U nited States 
m ay be am enable to a resolu tion p rom ot­ 
ing the “ legitim ate inte rests” of the 
Palestinians bu t will v eto one that calls 
for Israeli w ithdraw al from all occu p ied 
territories. 


Sp eaking T u esday in the second day of 
cou ncil debate on the A rab-lsraeli dis­ 
p u te. A m bassador M ou affak Allaf of Sy r­ 
ia called for fou r step s to a p eace settle­ 
m ent; 
“total Israeli w ithdraw al.” re­ 
c og nition of P a le s tinia n rig hts , a 
d eclaration of p eace and a Secu rity 
Cou ncil m eeting to consider “p eace re- 
q u irem erfts and g u arantees.”

M egu id also called on Israel to w ithdraw 
from all the occu p ied territories and re ­ 
cognize the rights of the Palestinians, 
“not only for the .sake of abiding by the 
nu m erou s United Nations resolu tions bu t 
to win accep tance in the Middle E ast.” 


He also called for a resu m p tion of the 
Genev a p eace conference, which met once 
in December 197 3 and then adjou rned 
while Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
tried to work ou t a series of limited 
agreements betw een Israel and each of its 
Arab adv ersaries 


A ra b sou rc e s said the P a le s tine 
L iberation O rganization in its sp eech at 
the start of the debate Monday indirectly 
recognized Isra el’s right to ex ist for the 
first tim e and indicated it wou ld accep t 
the creation of a sep arate Palestinian 
state alongside a shru nken Israel 


The PLO p rev iou sly dem anded that 
the .Jewish .state be rep laced by a secu lar 
P alestinian state which in effect wou ld 
be dom inated by the Arabs. Bu t the 
sou rces said chief PLO delegate Farou k 
K addou m i signaled the p olicy shift by in­ 
dicating ap p rov al of a p artition p lan p ro­ 
p osed in 194 8 by the U N m ediator in the 
first A rab-lsraeli w ar. the late Cou nt 
Folke B ernadotte.

The gov erning body , with ju st 18 of its 
30 m em bers p resent, v oted 9-8 to change 
the HSA by law s and relocate the head­ 
q u arters ”in a p lace to be designated by 
the gov erning body ” at a later date. The 
action rep resents an ap p arent v ictory for 
u rban interests in Area 2. 


HSA tem p orary chairm an Dr 
J.S 
Dcnslow of K irksv ille cast the deciding 
v ote, say ing the gov erning body “simp ly 
has not had an op p ortu nity to rev iew all 


the reasons behind the selection of 
M arshall.” 
Fu lton M ay or W C. M u rp hy did not 
v ote, claim ing he did not want to alienate 
p ersons from his area or from northern 
M issou ri. 
HSA Area 2 rep resents 6 0 cou nties in 
northern and central M issou ri, inclu ding 
the c itie s of St. Josep h, M oberly , 
M ary sv ille, Kirksv ille. Colu mbia, Je f­ 
ferson City . M ex ico. Sedalia and T ren­ 
ton. The 4 4 -m em ber task force that 
originally selected M arshall, had been 
w orking for m onths to form u late a fu nd­ 
ing ap p lication for the area.

The p nm ary aim of the state s recently - 
rev ised child abu se law “ is not to p u nish 
p arents, bu t to p rotect children, ” Miss Ann 
D andu rant, state coasu ltant on child abu -se

Serv ices, told abou t 150 p ersons Tu esday 
night at the Sedalia Ju nior High School 
“ What we are talking abou t is the 
nation’s nu mber one or most common 
cau se of children’s death u nder age 2,” she 
said. “ The incidents of child abu se or 
neglect are widesp read and p erv asiv e ” 


C oncentrating 
on 
the 
differences 
between the tou gher child abase law 
p assed last Ju ne and the law that was 
ap p rov ed in 1%9, Miss Dandu rant noted 
that the new law emp hasizes p rev ention. 


“ We all had a goal when this legislation 
was designed 
. that, along with treating 
children who are abu sed, we wanted to 
insu re that p rev entiv e treatm ent be giv en 
to the p arents or gu ardians or whoev er was 
inv olv ed in the p articu lar situ ation so that a 
senseless tragedy is not rep eated," she 
said. “ The 1969 law was not bad, bu t we 
fou nd it to be incomp lete “ Also, Miss 
Dandu rant noted, the new law comp lies 


with federal p rov isioas, p ermitting the 
state to receiv e federal financial aid in 
imp lementing it 
One key difference between the two 
statu tes is that the new one ex p ands the list 
of officials req u ired to rep ort su sp ected 
cases of child abu se or neglect within 24 
hou rs of detection Ev ery one in the health 
p rofessions as well as social workers, day 
care or other child care workers, ju v enile 
officers, p robation 
or p arole officers, 
teachers, 
p rincip als, 
Christian 
Science 
p ractitioners, ministers, law enforc*ement 
officers or other p ersons resp oasible for 
the care of children mu st make su ch 
rep orts. Failu re to comp ly with the law is a 
misdemeanor. 


All other p ersons who witness what they 
consider to be cases of child abu se or 
neglect are encou raged, bu t not req u ired 
by law, to call the toll-free nu mber 1-800- 
392-37 38, Miss Dandu rant said This is the 
Jefferson City “ hotline” center set u p by 
the new law. The center is manned sev en 
day s a week 


Since the hotline center was established 
in Au gu st, 3,032 cases hav e been rep orted. 
Miss Dandu rant stated. Of these, two- 
thirds hav e been su sp ected neglect cases, 
with 
the 
remaining 
one-third 
being 


su sp ected abu .se incidents A total of 30 p er 
cent of the neglect cases and 64 p er cent of 
the abu se cases hav e been su b.stantiated 
Another p rov ision of the new law is the 
establishment 
of a 20-hou r p eriod of 
p rotectiv e cu stody . Miss Dandu rant stated 
Law enforcement officials or p hy sicians 
may take abu sed or neglected children 
away from their homes for 20 hou rs ev en if 
the

p ermission or a cou rt order cannot be 
immediately obtained 
A hotline worker Wednesday morning 
rep orted th.it 15 calls from JVttis Cou nty

The worker did not know how 
many of these cases were su bstantiated 
The best way to deal with abu sed 
children and their p arents is broad-ba.sed

Under the new p lan, stu dents will be 
req u ired to take freshman and sop homore 
u nits in langu age arts as they hav e before 
They will then be req u ired to take a 
langu age p roficiency test, and, if they p ass,

Stu dents who fail the test will hav e to 
take fu rther langu age arts cou rses u ntil 


they 
can 
p ass 
the 
test. 
Assistant 
Su p erintendent of Sc hools Earl Finley said 
The remedial cou rses will be sp ecialized, 
he said, offering su ch su bjects as English 
comp osition, dep ending on the stu dent s 
deficiencies. 
The actu al nu mber of English classes 
req u ired for gradu ation, three, has not 
changed, it was ex p lained 
The 
only 
difference is now stu dents mu st either p ass 
the p roficiency test at the end of the 10th 
grade or su ccessfu lly comp lete the sp ecial 
instru ction classes before they can take 
their third req u ired English class, which is 
an electiv e. 
F'inley said the test will be dev ised by the 
district’s langu age arts facu lty . The ex am. 


Smith-Cotton p rincip al Kem Keithly later 
ex p lained, will be div ided into two p arts 
cov ering writing and reading skills If a 
stu dent fails both p arts of the q u iz, he will 
hav e to take a one-semester cou rse in 
writing dev elop ment and a sem ester class 
in reading skills.

Dunlop submits resignation

WASHINGTON (AP) — S ecretary of 
Labor Jolin T Du nlop today annou nced 
his re.signation, say ing President F ord’s 
v eto of legislation ex p anding u nion 
p icketing rights destroy ed the “sense of 
tru st, confidence and resp ect” es.sential 
am ong labor, m anagem ent and gov ern­ 
m ent 
Du nlop ’s resignation, desp ite a last- 
m inu te p lea from the President to stay 
on the job. also w as annou nced at the 
W hite Hou se, which released a one- 
p arag rap h letter of resignation from 
Du nlop dated Tu esday and a rep ly from 
the President dated today . F ord ’s letter 
p raised Du nlop and accep ted his resigna­ 
tion “ with v ery great relu ctance.” 
At the Labor D ep artm ent. Du nlop told 


rep orters his resignation was not a p ro­ 
test bu t the resu lt of a carefu l determ ina 
tion that he cou ld no longer effertiv ely 
serv e in the P'ord adm inistration 
“ 1 hav e resigned becau se since the 
v eto an atm osp here and a set of attitu des 
hav e dev elop ed, and are likely to p eri.st, 
that seem to m e to p reclu de const ru c-tiv e 
and coop erativ e p olicies and adm inistra­ 
tion” in labor-m anagem ent relations. 
Du nlop said 
He said Ford had asked him to .stay on, 
bu t that he agreed to rem ain only in a 
“ c a re ta k e r fu nction” u ntil Ja n 
31 
Du nlop said he also agreed to a req u est 
by the President that he take on sp ecial 
assignments. Du nlop did not say what 


thev wou ld be. 


He said there was no di.scu ssion of a 
sLK'cessor and that he wou ld retu rn to a 
teaching p ost at H arv ard liniv ersity 


“This letter records my resignation as 
secretary of labor and cix irdinator of the 
P re sid e nt's labor-m anag em ent com ­ 
m itte e ,’' Du nlop wrote. 
“ 1 hav e ap ­ 
p reciated the op p ortu nity once again to 
try to be of serv ice to the cou ntry and to 
y ou . M r President, to the best of my 
abiliU 
Y ou r willingness to listen to 
d iv e r g e nt 
v ie w s a nd nu m e r o u s 
c o u rte s ie s to m e. 
1 sha ll a lw ay s 
cherish ”

While most high school students

stores to help police in pre­ 
venting shoplifting

partment, and the shoplifting

“ It was great." said the man­ 
ager of a variety store " I think 
the whole project is fine I be­ 
lieve they can really help It 
helps not only us as merchants 
but them in learning about law 
enforcement." he said 
Improved 
communications 
and understanding are among 
the goals of Police Chief J W 
Clark, but some of the students 


are determined to accomplish 
more. 
At their first meeting, they 
voted to have monthly dues of 
$1 and hold weekly meetings 
They were fingerprinted and 
photographed for identification 
badges and deaded to purchase 
uniforms, made up of blue 
shirts and darker slacks 
“ There 
have been mixed 
emotions toward the organ­ 
ization among high school stu­ 
dents." said Steve Da volt, a 
senior who was elected com­ 
mander of the student group 
“ Some feel we are in the 
JPD only to prevent getting 
picked up ourselves This is not 
so. We, like anyone else, are 
not immune from the law," Da- 
volt said 
Within a week after its for­ 
mation, one of the group’s 
members. Louis Walton, ap- 


peared as a witness in an as­ 
sault case. 


“ I'm really proud of these 
kids," said Clark “ We have a 
good cross-section of the youth 
of the community in this organ­ 
ization. Several were even in 
trouble for minor curfew viola­ 
tions and other misdemeanors 
in the past, but serving as a 
member of the organization 
helps them realize we are only 
here to help them."

On the bright side for con­ 
sumers, pork blade roast led 
the way by dropping II ccnt.s to 
per pound followed by a 4 
cent drop for pork center cut 
chops which came in at $1.82 
per pound

each to $1.14 and $1.40 respec­ 
tively. 


Beef blade roast (the best 
beef buy) and arm roast each 
dropped 3 cents per pound. 
Blade roast averages 98 cents, 
arm roast is $1.31 according to 
the guide Sirloin steak dropped 
a c'ent to $1 97 per pound and T- 
Bone steak prices remained the 
same at $2 26 


Prices were up for rib steak, 
rising 3 cents to $1.87 and 
ground beef rose 2 cents to 78 
cents while round steak took 
the biggest jump, up 5 cents to

1 would like to know if I 
am doir^ all nght and what is 
normal. 
Dear Reader — In general the 
risk of having a heart attack or 
other complications from fatty- 
cholesterol deposits increases

increases and decreases as the

decreases 
Different 
laboratory procedures also yield 
different results 
Depending on the type of test 
done, once your cholesterol 
level is around 220 or le.ss your

Funded by the United Na­ 
tions C h ild re n ’s Fund 
(UNICE:F) and the United Na­ 
tions Fund for Population Ac­ 
tivities (UNFPA), the pro­ 
gram, which was first broad­ 
cast in January 1975. is 
directed and produced by 
Mark Harns of UNICEF 
W hile radio broadcasts 
about health can be both en­ 
tertaining and educational, 
past experience has shown 
that straight lecture-type 
broadcasts about health bore 
the average listener 


But popular mass entertain­

Malpractice insurance costs

R. Allen Chandler 
concerning the growing crunch 
between medical malpractice 
insurance costs and what he 
called “ inevitable increases” in 
costs to tlw consumer 
Chandler, president of the

committee

increased insurance payments 
to their patients in order to 
continue practicing 
The outpouring of doctors, 
mainly from St. Louis and Kan­ 
sas City, was due to considera­ 
tion of three bills being debated 
by the committee. 
The bills would change the 
statute of limitatioas for medi­ 
cal malpractice for children, 
establish a review board to 
weed out frivoloas malpractice 
claims and increase powers 
for the state Board of Healing 
Arts over its member doctors. 
Dr James M, Whittico, a 
member of the healing arts 
board, said he thought the 
three bills were “ steps in the 
right direction’ but added he 
thought they fail to address the 
crucial question facing Missouri 
doc’tors now — skyrocketing 
malpractice iasurance rates 
Chandler said he saw no pos­

schools up for sale after about eight citizens 
from two community groups asked the board 
to reconsider 
The unused schools are the Quisenberry 
School, which closed in 1964, and the 
Georgetown and (]amp Branch Schools, both 
of which closed in l%8 . The schools closed 
after the townships were incorporated into 
Sedalia School District 200 
“ It’s an emotional issue in our part of the 
country,’ Red Walton of the Georgetown 
Community Club said. “ The oldest people in 
our community went to grade school there 
If you sell it you’ll destroy it ” 
The Georgetown citizens said the old 
schoolhouse had been functioning as a 
meeting place for 4-H Clubs, Boy and (iirl 
Scout troops, the community club and 
wedding receptions as well as a polling place 
for 
Cedar 
Tow nship 
A ssistant 
Superintendent of Schools Earl Finley said 
the school had been leased to the community 
club for $1 a year with the club paying for the 
building’s upkeep 
When board member Dr 
Chester A 
Kirkpatrick asked to see a copy of the lease, 
the club members said they had not brought 
one with them Kirkpatrick said he had 
never seen a copy of the lease, as did the 
other board members 
Stating the position of the board members, 
Superintendent 
of

Dr 
Allan 
Henningsen said the district's first obligation 
was to the education of it’s students. “ What 
if lightning strikes that school tomorrow’’” 
he asked “ Who is going to pay to repair if’

House Armed Services Committee stays hawkish 


WASHINGTON (AP) - When 
Rep. F. Edward Hebert an­ 
no unced his intentio n to seek an 
18 th term in Co ng ress, the 
Lo uisiana Demo crat didn't shy 
away fro m linking the natio n's 
military po sture to his lead­ 
ership o f the Ho use Armed 
Serv ices Co mmittee 
“I canno t affo rd to dilute o ur 
miUtary streng th by remo v ing 
fro m the chair o f the Ho use 
Armed Serv ices Co mmittee an 
indiv idual who has sto o d so Udly 
and firmly behind the unifo rms 
that held the flag hig h.” Hebert 
asserted. 
The o ne-time New Orleans 
newspaperman added that ‘ the 
fig ht ag ainst the puny patrio t 
and the weak-kneed citizen can­ 
no t falter ” 
Ten mo nths later, o n Jan. 16 , 
19 75, in a Demo cratic caucus 
battle spearheaded by liberals 
and clinched by the v o tes o f a 
larg e g ro up o f freshman mem­ 
bers, Hebert was depo sed as 
chairman o f the Ho use panel 
which has autho rity o v er abo ut 
dne-third o f the Pentag o n's to ­ 
tal budg et 


It may be debatable whether 
there’s been any faltering in 
the fig ht ag ainst puny patrio ts 
and weak-kneed citizens 
Ho wev er, many members o f 
the Armed Serv ices Co mmittee 
say that in the y ear since He­ 
bert was replaced as chairman 
by Rep Melv in Price, D-Ill., 
the chang e primarily has in­ 
v o lv ed perso nal sty le and to ne 
rather than any sig nificant shift 
o n defense po licy

said Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., a 
persistent Pentag o n critic who 
play ed a leading ro le in He­ 
bert’s o uster. 


But he no ted that “ ultimately 
what the co mmittee decides to 
do is determined mo re by the 
members than any thing else — 
and the membership is still 
v ery hawkish co nserv ativ e ” 


Aspin said that by co ntrast 
with Hebert’s hard-line, o ut­ 
spo ken appro ach, “Price is a 
v ery lo w-key kind o f fello w, 
just naturally . So he isn’t g o ing 
to fo ist his o pinio n o ff o n 
peo ple. But I do n’t see any ev i­ 
dence that the co mmittee is 
drifting 
I think he’s been a 
v ery g o o d chairman.” 


Rep. Richard H Icho rd, D- 
Mo ., amo ng the panel’s mo re 
c o n s e rv a tiv e 
m e m be rs, 
co mmented that “ there hasn't 
* 
been any chang e in substance ” 
because 
Pric-e, 
while 
mo re 
liberal than Hebert o n mo st 
do mestic issues, is 
“just as 
firmly co mmitted to a stro ng 
natio nal defense ” 


Icho rd added that “there has 
been a chang e in sty le in that I 
think Mel Price is mo re g ener­ 
o us with so me o f the new mem­ 
bers who are questio ning o ur 
defense po sture, o ur defense 
spending — he’s mo re g enero us 
with the allo tment o f time (to 
speak at hearing s) than Hebert 
wo uld hav e been.” 


One o f tho se new members 
o n the co mmittee, elected in 
the 19 74 po st-Waterg ate Demo ­ 
cratic sweep, is Rep Tho mas 
J. Do wney , D-N.Y 


Do wney said the new co n­ 
g ressio nal budg et pro cess has 
had a majo r impact o n the way 
Co ng ress deals with defense is­ 
sues. 


“ I think that the budg et pro c­ 
ess 
is far mo re impo rtant 
than the fact that Eddie’s no 
lo ng er the chairman o f the 
co mmittee,” he said 


Do wney no ted that the co m­ 
mittee had spent sev eral day s 
last mo nth hearing testimo ny 
by witnesses critical o f the 
Pentag o n, sug g esting way s o f 
substantially

Aspin fav o rs an amendment 
that wo uld impo se a flat ceiling 
o n defense ex penditures, allo w­ 
ing the DefetKe Department to 
trim specific pro g rams to co me

Ano ther appro ach calls fo r 
drawing up a detailed alterna­ 
tiv e defense budg et, then o ffer­ 
ing it as a substitute fo r the 
budg et requested by the Penta­ 
g o n and appro v ed — g enerally 
with few sizable cuts — by the 
co mmittee’s co nserv ativ e ma­ 
jo rity 
The alternativ e budg et was 
tried last y ear by a g ro up in­ 
cluding Reps Patricia Schro e- 
der, D ^o lo .; Lucien Nedzi, I> 
Mo ., Bo b Carr. D-Mich., Ro n­ 
ald 
Dellums, 
D-Calif.; 
Jim 
Llo y d. D-Calif..and Do wney 
But they abando ned the pro ­ 
po sal after Aspin refused to 
ag ree to it. Rep. Schro eder said 
Aspin had g ained “ hig h v isibil­ 
ity ” because o f his frequent 
press disclo sures o f Pentag o n 
bo o ndo g g les and “the rest o f us 
just do n t hav e any pull, we 
really do n’t.” 
Aspin’s ceiling amendment to 
a $32 billio n weapo ns autho r­ 
izatio n bill, ho wev er, was de 
feated when it came befo re the 
Ho use last spring , amid an up- 
sui^e o f co ncern o v er bo lster­ 
ing U.S. co mmitments in the 
wake o f the Indo china defeat 
and the May ag uez incident 
Still, Aspin co ntends that 
“they ’re crazy if they think y o u 
can o ffer an alternativ e defense 
budg et o n the flo o r and g et any 
credibility fo r it at all. It’s just 
the mo st absurd idea in the 
wo rld 
Yo u g et nit-picked to 
death” o n specific items o f the 
plan 
“The thing that Co ng ress can 
do is to say ; This is ho w much 
mo ney we o ug ht to spend o n 
defense ’ Let’s no t g et bo g g ed 
do wn in the details o f it be­ 
cause mo st co ng ressmen can't 
handle that questio n,’ he said 
The irrev erent, budg et-cut­ 
ting stance taken by the co m­ 
mittee’s y o ung liberals is clear­ 
ly g alling to o lder, mo re pro - 
Pentag o n members such as 
Rep William L Dickinso n.

Bond asks spending be limited to $2.6 billion

sion. the Republican governor 
said. "Missoun no longer has 
the luxury of accumulated sur­ 
pluses to finance deficit budg­ 
ets " 
The general revenue budget 


of $1 22 bilUon is based on the 
prediction that state revenues 
will increase at a 9 per cent 
rate during the fiscal year 
Missouri is currently spending 
$1.14 billion on an expected 8 6 
per cent increase in state reve­ 
nues 


Under the governor's plan, 
approval for a total expenditure 
of 
$2.592,851 ¿42 
would 
be 
sought from the legislature. 
That amount includes the $1.22 
billion in funds from the state's 
revenue, with the difference 
being made up from federal 
funds Last year's total budget. 


using both state and federal 
funds. a mounted to $2.3 billi on. 


The Republican governor, in 
making 
his 
fourth 
budget 
recommendation to the General 
Assembly, said it would "allow 
us 
to balance 
our budget, 
meeting 
our 
most 
pressing 
needs, maintain a sufficient 
operating balance that prevents

now facing 
Illinois, and avoid a general tax 
increase. 


The planned expenditures re­ 
flect 
lean 
times 
for 
state 
agencies 
which are already 
realizing a 3 per cent cut in the 


funds which they have been ap­ 
propriated. 
About one-third of the recom­ 
mendation would go to ele­ 
mentary and secondary educa­ 
tion. with nearly $20 million 
additional 
for state 
aid 
to 
schools. 
A like increase was recom­ 
mended for colleges and uni­ 
versities, with $5.8 million of it 
goir^ for junior colleges. 
Bond's budget includes $10 
million for complete funding of 
a new medium security prison 
in Buchanan County, as well as

Other buildings which would 
be built under the governor's 
plan include $3.3 million for a 
nursing school; $500,000 for the

The candidate and his ad­ 
visers estimate the potential 
cost at about $11 billion. They 
have no specific formula to fi­ 
nance it. although Udall says it 
could be offset by cuts in the 
defense budget and by tax-rais­ 
ing measures in the name of 
reform 
These 
would 
include 
in­ 
creases in the capital gains tax 
and in the minimum tax on 
wealthy citizens, but Udall did 
not say exactly how much he 
proposes to raise with such 
measures 
Their fate in Congress would 
be questionable anyhow. 
In the energy field, the Ari­ 
zona 
congressman 
prqjoses 
that the United States use its 
market power to require com­ 
petitive bidding by foreign pro­ 
ducers who seek to sell their 
exports here. Udall’s prq>osal, 
similar to a plan sponsor^ by 
Sen Philip A Hart, D-Mich., 
envi.sions a system in which the 
government, instead of the oil 
companies, would deal with ex­ 
porters 
The purchase bids 
would be sealed and — if the 
theory worked — exporting na­ 
tions might undercut each oth­ 
er’s prices to gain a share of 
the American market. 
We buy something like 40 
per cent of the oil that’s export­ 
ed in the world, and if we sud­ 
denly said: ‘We’re going to 
make you bid against each oth­ 
er for the rights,’ I think we 
could divide the cartel and 
probably get some reduction in 
price, or at least head off the 
next increase,” Udall said in an 
interview 
Udall said that at current 
consumption rates, most of the 
world’s oil and gas is going to 
be used up in the next 25 years 
He said the United States 
should speed its search for al- 


temative power sources, and 
for more effective ways to use 
its coal 


“ As long as we can handle 
the balance of payments, and 
the balanc-e of payments has 
been looking pretty good, we 
may be better off using up and 
buying up their oil, and saving 
ours, rather than to start a 
crash program that would dis­ 
rupt the economy,” he said 


The balance of payments — 
the different“e between what 
America buys abroad and what 
it exports — is expected to 
show a surplus of about $2 bil­ 
lion for the past year Udall did 
not say what level of increased 
imports he would consider ac­ 
ceptable 
But any significant increase 
in oil imports would quickly put 
the balance of payments into 
the red The United States now 
imports about 38 percent of the 
oil it consumes. Consumption 
totals about 17 million barrels a 
day. 
According to Federal Energy 
Administration figures, imports 
are running at about 6.6 million 
barrels a day. Thus, on an an­ 
nual basis, the imports cost 
close to $32 billion, 
Udall said if elected he would 
pursue policies designed to 
guarantee full employment — a 
common theme among 
the 
.Democratic candidates — and 
would provide ‘‘some lead­ 
ership 
on 
the 
adjustments 
we’re going to have to make” 
as energy becomes scarc*er and 
more costly. 
But in the interview, as in his 
published position papers, he 
avoided dollar-by-dollar specif­ 
ic's about the cost and revenues 
involved in the proposals. 
Udall said he favors prompt 
action on legislation that would 
require the federal government 
to spend whatever is necessary 
to guarantee a job for every 
able-bodied American 
He endorsed a bill sponsored 
by Rep. Augustus Hawkins, I> 
Calif., and Sen 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey. D-Minn., and based 
his forecast of the cost on their 
figures 
Those estimates assume a 
need to provide five million 
jobs within 18 months, to bring 
the unemployment rate down to 
about 3 per cent. 
They estimate the cost per 
job at"up to $10,000 a year, but 
say that would be offset by a 
decline in unemployment and 
welfare expenses, and by an in- 


crease in federal revenues stir­ 
red by higher employment and 
increased economic activity 
Udall estimates the annual 
net cost therefore would be 
about $11 billion. He said that 
could be offset by defense 
spending cuts, tax revisions 
and, if nec-essary, an increased 
deficit The candidate and his 
advisers said they could not es­ 
timate how much the deficit 
might go up because of uncer­ 
tainties about the economy. 
The jobs would be generated 
by stepped-up construction of 
government financed or aided 
projects, or would be provided 
in public service employment 
on government payrolls. 
Udall contends that the cost 
eventually would be more than 
balanced by increased revenues 
produced by the new jobs and 
an accompanying economic re­ 
vival. 
He advocates cuts in defense 
s pending for conventional 
weapons, a sharp reduction in 
the number of tactical nuclear 
weapons deployed abroad and 
substantial cuts in the $23 mil­ 
lion earmarked in the Pentagon 
budget for conventional forc-es 
assigned to primary or backup 
roles in Asia. 
Udall’s account of his defense 
views does not include dollar 
figures on Pentagon budget 
cuts 
His other projected revenue 
source for the jobs program 
would be tax revisions, and he 
says tax reform would be one 
of his top priorities. 
He said at least $20 billion a 
year escapes ‘‘through tax loop­ 
holes ” 
While he proposed a series of 
tax changes, he avoided item­ 
izing what they would raise — 
or cost. 
Among them: 
—Gradual repeal of the provi­ 
sions under which capital gains 
are taxed at a lower rate than 
other income, although Udall 
proposes that taxpayers be per­ 
mitted to average their gains 
from the sale of stocks or other 
assets over a period of years, 
to spare them hefty tax bills in 
a single year That would elimi­ 
nate part of a tax advantage 
that now costs the Treasury 
about $5 billion a year, but 
Udall didn’t spell out how 
much. 
—Changes he said would ‘‘put 
real teeth into the so-called 
minimum tax” on the wealthy, 
including repeal of the present 
exemption for the first $30,000 


of tax-sheltered income and a 
crackdown on other shelters 
Again, he didn t say what that 
would raise The House ap­ 
proved 
legislation 
including 
new minimum tax provisions 
that would raise $707 billion the 
first year they look effect, but 
that measure awaits Senate ac­ 
tion 
—An annual review by Con­ 
gress 
of 
federal 
tax 
ex­ 
penditures — money that is not 
raised by the Treasury because 
of preferenc-es, subsidies, in- 
c-entives or other tax law provi­ 
sions. Tax expenditures are es­ 
timated to cost the government 
$50 billion a year Udall said 
Congress should be required to 
act annually to continue those 
it wants to keep in effect 


Congress has repeatedly beg­ 
ged down on proposed over­ 
hauls of the tax code by would- 
be reformers, but Democratic 
leaders have said there will be 
another effort next year 
Udall set a goal of reducing 
the current nine milbon unem- 
pl(tyed to between three and 
four milbon in a year, adding 
that that could cure most of the 
n a t i o n ’ s current economic 
woes, 
“ The real way to balance the 
budget and get more revenues 
is to take up the slack in the 
economy.” he said “ If we had 
4 per cent unemployment 
this horrendous, all-time record 
peacetime deficit would actual­ 
ly be a surplus.” 
Udall said any program to 
stimulate the economy with 
government-sponsored 
jobs 
would have to be coupled with 
a plan to prevent a spurt in the 
rate of inflation. 
But Udall and his aides con­ 
tend that until the percentage 
of the U.S. productive capacity 
being utibzed reaches the 90 or 
95 per cent range, compared 
with a current level of 70 per 
c-ent, inflation may not be a 
problem. 
The cost of bving during the 
first 11 months of 1975 in­ 
creased by 6.6 per cent, accord­ 
ing to government figures. The 
inflation rate was 7.3 per cent 
for the 12 months ended in No­ 
vember 
“ I bebeve that one of the ma­ 
jor roots of inflation has not 
just been the explosion of food 
and fuel prices, which are the 
most recent specific causes, but 
the concentration of industry 
and ... the lack of cdmpetition, ” 
he said 
He said he was talking about 


most of the nation’s largest cor­ 
porations, which would include 
the automobile, steel, oil and 
other major industries. 
“ I would prefer the free mar­ 
ket to set prices, he said, “ but 
if you’re going to have a large 
measure of price fixing in the 
economy and we do ... a sys­ 
tem of controlbng and restrain­ 
ing prices is the way to go to 
control inflation.” 
He said he would start with 
so-called 
“ jawboning,” pres­ 
sure from the White House to 
hold the bne on prices He pro­ 
posed a cost of bving council 
“ that takes on the 200 largest 


corporations, the concentrated 
industries ” and requires pubbc 
hearings in advanc*e of price 
rises. 
Udall said the next step 
would be to empower the gov­ 
ernment agency to delay in­ 
creases for 90 days. 
“ If that doesn’t do the j<A, in 
industries where there is no 
market fixing of prices, you’re 
going to have to have govern­ 
ment 
intervention 
to 
fix 
prices,” he said, 
Udall did not say what rate 
of price rises and inflation he 
would set as the trigger level 
for the steps he proposed. 


On foreign pobcy, Udall said; 
—He favors the pobcy of de­ 
tente with the Soviet Union and 
improved relations with China 
but “ on a lot of the specific de­ 
tails, we haven’t been hard 
enough bargainers.” 
—He would be his own secre­ 
tary of state in major decisions 
on foreign pobcy, and would 
pick as secretary “ an Averell 
Harriman type, in his 60s or 
late 50s, who is mature, re­ 
spected, 
tough, 
has 
been 
around the track and is re­ 
spected by foreign leaders of 
government so he’s got some 
stature speaking for you ”

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King Tut' s mummy and the Aswan Dam 


History aplenty in 5-day journey up the Nile 


Nil e templ e carvings 


Figures and hieroglyphs over 2,000 years old are 
carved on the stone walls of the temple of Horus, the 
falcon god, at Edfu, on the Nile between Luxor and 
Aswan. The figure at the right is Pharaoh Ptolemy — 
he is identified in the inscription below as King of 
Upper and Lower Egypt, Son of the Sun, Ptolemy. 
This is one of the best preserved of Egyptian temples. 
(AP) 


LUXOR. Egypt (AP) - The 
giant diesel engines rumble 
s o f t l y u n d e r f o o t 
The 
nverboat ‘•Osiris” slips from 
shore and begins its five-day 
journey up the River Nile to 
Aswan 
Through a stateroom’s pic­ 
ture windows, river life 
flashes by: 
A woman in a long gown 
trimmed with gold sequins 
strides from the river's edge, 
an earthen pot balanced on 
her head 
An old man dips a scoop of 
wood and clay into a riverlet 
and waters his crops 
A cameleer in a flapping 
white gelabah prods his beast, 
so laden with sugar cane only 
its legs protrude. 
A sailboat with double- 
jointed sails fans gently to 
the wind as a tomato red sun 
sets on the west bank, the land 
of the god Osins 
We barge-riders — French. 
G e r m a n . 
I t a l i a n 
and 
American — lie about sipping 
dnnks and worshipping the 
sun after our fashion 
Outwardly, little seems to 
have changed since Cleopatra 
plied the Nile's waters in her 
barge In fact, such scenes are 
recorded in the tombs of long- 
dead Pharaohs near ancient 
Thebes, near modern day Lu­ 
xor. where the voyage begins 
T o d a y ’ s b a r g e is a 
miniature ocean liner 270 feet 
long, with 56 air-conditioned 
staterooms, bar. ballroom, 
shops and swimming pool 
We were on the Osiris, a 


blue-and-white ship named for 
the Egyptian god of the under­ 
world and operated by Hilton 
It calls at Esna. Edifu. Kom 
Ombo and Aswan to visit tem­ 
ples and tombs in the land of 
Ra 
A half-dozen other cruise 
boats — including Bntish-era 
s t e a m e r s w i t h w i c k e r 
furniture, overhead fans, and 
deckside shuffleboard that 
first began plying the Nile in 
the 1920s — also make the 
five-day Luxor-Aswan cruise 
Since 1973. the trip has been 
increasingly popular among 
American tourists. 
Cost ranges up to about $500 
a couple. Trips can be ar­ 
ranged through a travel agent 
or M ISR. an Egyption govern­ 
ment tour agency. 


The itinerary, devised by 
shipboard guides, is posted ev­ 
ery night like a menu We are 
divided into groups according 
to language. 


The first two days are spent 
at Luxor, a bustling, dusty 
town of 20.000 inhabitants 400 
miles south of Cairo Tourists 
and locals get around in han­ 
som cabs or on donkeys. 
There are few cars 


At the edge of town rise the 
lotus columns of Luxor temple 
(built in 1350 B.C.) and giant 
statues of the Pharaoh 
Ramses II An obelisk, one of 
five left in Egypt, guards the 
entrance at the end of a 
ceremonial street lined on 
either side with ram-headed 
sphinxes. 


The next day is spent ex­ 
ploring tombs on the western 
bank where rulers of the New 
Kingdom, about 1300 B.C.. 
carved their burial chambers 
in the mountainsides 


Here lies the mummy of 
King Tut (Tutankhamen) and 
other royalty. It is called the 
Valley of the Kings, but it is a 
wasteland, a moonscape with 
rolling mounds of sand and 
jagged rock The heat is re­ 
lentless. 


A tomb crawlers' delight is 
the burial chamber of Seti II. 
remarkable for its paintings, 
rich in color and design, and 
its size 


The next day. a swarm of 
children in tattered robes — 
the oldest appears to be about 
13 — run yelling and waving 
as the boat docks at Esna, But 
the greeting is not friendly. 
Shrieks of “ baksheesh” tear 
the air as our group of 90 
walks double file through the 
dusty streets The urchins sur­ 
round those who lag behind, 
shouting and begging han­ 
douts Guards from the boat 
chase them with sticks The 
atmosphere is tense 


After what seems an hour 
and is really 15 minutes, we 
arrive at a temple in a 20-foot 
depression in the center of the 
town 
The youths line the 
fences One dangles a squall­ 
ing cat over the side 


A boy in sultan's dress 
greets us on our return to the 
Osins with a feather duster to 
clean the dirt of Esna from 
our shoes as the knot of 
children watch from the 
docks 
Surprises await us at Kom 
Ombo. a temple to the croco­ 
dile god Sobek. built on the 
Nile’s eastern banks. Explor­ 
ing the temple, we peer into a 
half-opened room Hundreds of 
mummified crocodiles stare 


Rescue project 


Work is irrprogress on the silond of Philae in the River Nile, where an 
ancient temple is being dismantled block by block. The temple is now 
flooded several months each year because of the Aswan dam — it's 


going to be moved to higher ground half a mile aw ay under a 
UNESCO-funded project, and it's expected to be safely on its new site 
by 1980.

back Black with age. they are 
stacked helter-skelter on top 
of each other 


In Aswan, we boarded a fa- 
lucea and visited the botanical 
garden on Kitchener’s Island 
and the shores of Elephantine, 
an island where the water- 
smoothed rocks assume fear­ 
some shapes in the afternoon 
light. 
The boats stop on the 
western shore long enough for 
us to ride a camel up a hill 
overlooking the city to the 
mausoleum of Aga Khan, the 


Moslem spiritual leader. 
But times are changing in 
Aswan, w'hich burgeoned into 
a city of more than a million 
in the last d ec ad e as 
thousands of Nubians were 
forced out of their desert 
homes by the dam’s expand­ 
ing reservoir. 
“ Just a few years ago this 
was a small town.” one Egyp­ 
tian said “ Now we have to 
worry about housing and 
roads. Even the weather has 
changed: with all the water 
here it sometimes rains' ’’

Sue Hokamp, 23. a 
secretary for a certified public 
accounting firm in the hotel, 
and Delores Fritz, no age giv­ 
en. who worked in a drug store 
on the hotel’s main floor 


Firemen worked 
into the 
darkness Wednesday in an ef­ 
fort to find the bodies of per­ 
sons known to have been in the 
hotel at the time of the ex­ 
plosion. But operations were 


shut down about 8 p.m. when 
crews became tired

WASHINGTON — When co mpo sing the 
Declaratio n o f Independence, the fo unders 
listed 26 specific charges against King 
Geo rge III, o ne o f which was that he had 
“ erected a multitude o f new Offices and 
sent hither Swarms o f Officers to harass 
o ur peo ple, and eat o ut their Substance 


Geo rge was no t the 
first 
American 
ruler 
with 
this predilectio n, 
ho wev er, and 
no t the 
last Ev ery mo narch be­ 
fo re and since 1776 has 
sent 
his 
o fficers 
to 
harass the peo ple — es­ 
pecially sinc-e, the med­ 
dling hav ing gro wn a- 
Tlede 
pace with the Republic 


The harassment has perhaps been largely 
well meaning 
Go d sav e us fro m the 


go v ernment’s go o d heart In an effo rt to 
pro tect the peo ple who buy auto mo biles, 
fo r ex ample, o fficial meddlers hav e co st 
them at least $15 bilUo n o v er the past 
decade (the pnc-e o f federally mandated 
industrial regulatio n) and so me o bserv ers 
believ e the po cket picking in the nex t 
decade may be as much as $150 billio n 


But 
harassment 
in 
the 
auto mo bile 
business is a small part o f the who le T1» 
federal regulato ry sy stem has beco me so 
eno rmo us that estimates are it takes $4 
billio n a y ear just fo r its administratio n. 
The Offic^ o f Management and Budget 
guesses there are 100,000 emplo y es in the 
federal structure — the Swarms o f Offic-ers 
the fo unders mentio ned — who se jo b it is 
to create and issue so me 6,000 regulato ry 
harassments a y ear 
Acco rding to the 
present administratio n, these harassments 
add abo ut $130 billio n a y ear to the co st o f 
liv ing 


In fairness, the harassments are o ften 


nec-essary 
The go v ernment do es hav e a 
heav y respo nsibility in so far as regulatio n 
can be identified with refo rm But ex c-ess is 
what the fo unders detested, and so to o 
their pro geny In the name o f refo rm, the 
Swarms o f Offic-ers hav e beco me in large 
part a menac-e, especially to co mmerc-e and 
thereby to the U S. co mpact which this 
y ear has its 200th birthday 


One small illustratio n o f the regulato ry 
menac-e 
co nc-erns 
the 
recent 
federal 
meddling in the matter o f the last o f 
America’s co v ered wago ns The v ehicles, 
part o f the new wo rld pro gress since the 
time o f the pilgrims, hav e a timeless design 
and v irtually unassailable durability that 
remains v aluable ev en to day in at least o ne 
industry , sheep herding Built with a lo w 
center o f grav ity fo r stability , and with 
simplicity o f architecture fo r eco no my , the 
co v ered wago n has been the shepherd s 
safe and snug mo bile ho me fo r unco unted 
generatio ns 


No w. ho wev er, the go v ernment is no t 
satisfied with the wago n’s co mpo sitio n 
Tho ugh no o ne can cite a fair reaso n. 
Swarms o f Officers are inspectir^ each o f 
the v ehicles left in America and harassing 
their o wners There are no windo ws in the 
wago ns, fo r o ne thing, so the go v ernment 
has lasisted such be placed to the rear o f 
each v ehicle, no t less than 24 inches 
square 
And 
the 
sleeping 
space 
fo r 
shepherds is also o bjectio nable, say the 
Swarms Thus the Labo r Department has 
ruled that where two bunked in a wago n 
befo re, o nly o ne may do so hencefo rth 


Furthermo re, gracio us sakes, the wago n 
sto v es burn wmx l whereas the go v ernment 
prefers pro pane, and the dated canv as 
co v enngs sho uld certainly be replaced by -

causes fumes, and aluminum upsets wago n 
stability The Swarms o f Officers, no ne o f 
who m are shepherds, hav e made up their 
minds and to hell with lo gic 


The harassments are no t just pesky , o f 
co urse, they are likewise ex pensiv e It co sts 
abo ut $100 to install a - sigh - windo w in 
a wago n Wo rse, the o ne-man-to -a-wago n 
regulatio n necessitates, in many cases, a 
do ubling o f the number o f wo rking wago ns, 
at $1,500 to $2,000 per unit This is an 
industry that is already shaky In Idaho , fo r 
instance, hard times depleted the herd size 
by 8 per cent last y ear, will pro bably do so 
again this y ear, making the flo ck the 
smallest in memo ry 


No do ubt so me wo o lgro wers will giv e up 
entirely 
no w. 
rather 
than 
pay 
the 
go v ernment’s price fo r struggling o n And 
so the Swarms o f Officers will hav e truly 
eaten o ut their substance Sad As Idaho 
Sen. J ames McClure say s it, this o ne small 
harassment “ illustrates what the fo unders 
knew, that the heel o f despo ts feels the 
same whether it is o n the ty rant’s bo o t o r 
the sho es o f numberless bureaucrats.”

in Ho o v er’s files

WASHINGTON - No t ev en Richard 
Nix o n, perhaps as puritan a President as 
ev er o ccupieicl the White Ho use, co uld 
escape the sex watch o f the late J Edgar 
Ho o v er. 


Buried deep in the FBI directo r’s secret 
blackmail files was a sto ry o f an illicit lo v e 
affair between 
Nix o n and 
a Chinese 
wo man 


During Watergate’s darkest day s, no o ne 
accused Nix o n o f a ro mantic indiscretio n 
His wo rst enemies co nsidered him to be 
untainted by sex scandal 


But an P'BI agent in Ho ng Ko ng dug o ut a 
repo rt, admittedly unco nfirmed, o f Nix o n’s 
inv o lv ement with a 
beauUful Chinese 
wo man during a v isit to the Far East fo r 
his law firm in the 1960s 


The wo rd had seeped thro ugho ut the 
FBI that Ho o v er wanted to kno w abo ut the 
peccadillo s o f the po werful His minio ns, 
therefo re, gathered go ssip and passed it up 
the cantankero us o ld F'BI chief 


He kept the juiciest tidbits under lo ck 
and key in his perso nal custo dy . Since these 
files co ntained slandero us repo rts hav ing 
no thing to do with law enfo rcement, the 
o nly po ssible purpo se fo r their ex istence 
was blackmail. 


Ev en in faraway Ho ng Ko ng, an FBI 
agent assigned as a legal attache was o n the 
alert fo r sto ries to pass o n to Ho o v er. We 
hav e agreed no t to identify the agent, 
because he is no w inv o lv ed in dangero us 
wo rk 
Any mentio n o f his name co uld 
jeo pardize his life. 


We can repo rt, ho wev er, that the agent 
learned abo ut Nix o n’s alleged amo urette 
and made a v eiled reference in a letter He 
may hav e been ex tra cautio us because at 
the time he wro te the letter, Nix o n was 
already reigning in the White Ho use 


Later a seco nd letter came fro m Ho ng 
Ko ng lay ing o ut the who le sto ry The letter 
stated that Nix o n repo rtedly had co nso rted 
with the Chinese beauty , who was much 
y o unger than himself, during a Ho ng Ko ng 
sto po v er o n a business trip 


The agent made no claim that he had any 
so lid ev idence to back up the sto ry 
In 
fairness, 
the 
agent 
wasn't merely 
pandering to Ho o v er s thirst fo r scandaj. 
The agent was also co ncerned that Nix o n, 
as a fo rmer v ice president, co uld be 
co mpro mised in a place like Ho ng Ko ng 
P"o r the city was then a ho tbed o f spy ing 
and intrigue. 


The 
repo rt 
o n 
N ix o n s 
alleged 
indiscretio n 
was 
acco mpanied 
by 
a 
newspaper pho to , sho wing Nix o n with the 
wo man and her husband Lo ng after the 
incident, acco rding to o ur F’BI so urces, 
Nix o n helped the co uple gain admissio n to 
the United States. There is no ev idence, 
ho wev er, that he go t them any special 
preference. 


We reached the fo rmer Ho ng Ko ng agent 
who refu-sed to co mment o n the incident. 
We also tried witho ut success to get a 
co mment fro m Nix o n’s o ffice in San 
Clemente. 
But 
friends 
say 
it 
is 
“ unthinkable” that he wo uld ev er hav e 
been unfaithful to his wife. Fat 


The 
impo rtant 
issue, 
ho wev er, was 
Ho o v er’s use o f the F'BI to blackmail the 
natio n’s elected leaders So urces clo se to 
the o ld G-man say he wo uld hav e let Nix o n 
kno w he had the Ho ng Ko ng sto ry It wo uld 
hav e been a friendly , subtle appro ach, they 
say . with Ho o v er claiming he wished o nly 
to pro tect Nix o n fro m the misuse o f the 
info rmatio n 


Ho o v er used this line, acco rding to o ur 
so urces, to let do zens o f key o fficials kno w 
that he was aware o f their secrets. This 
may help ex plain his ex trao rdinary success 
in wo rking his way in Washingto n 


The FBI co nducted a field inv estigatio n 
o f Nix o n in 1937 after he had applied to 
beco me an FBI agent. The file wo und up in 
Ho o v er’s safe after Nix o n ro se to po wer in 
Washingto n. 


The FBI chief held similar files o n o ther 
presidents 
In an earlier co lumn, we 
repo rted so me o f the details that Ho o v er 
had co llected abo ut the sex life o f the late 
J o hn F'. Kennedy . 


Our so urces saw no thing dero gato ry in 
the file o n Ly ndo n J o hnso n. But they 
understo o d that tapes and memo s o nce 
ex isted co ncerning J o hnso n’s back-do o r 
activ ities There were also repo rts o f hili 
alleged flirtatio ns with y o unger wo men o n 
Capito l Hill 


So me o f this embarrassing material, as 
we repo rted in an earlier co lumn, was 
remo v ed fro m the files and sent to him at 
the White Ho use Again, this was do ne as a 
friendly gesture, but it was a so phisticated 
fo rm o f blackmail

The cry has go ne up fro m leaders o f the 
third wo rld, as fro m Secretary o f State 
Henry Kissinger, that po pulatio n co ntro l in 
the po o rer natio ns is a v ital facto r in 
reo rdering the wo rld eco no mic sy stem so 
that Asians, Africans, Latin Americans lead 
better liv es. 


But what ho pe is there’’ 


No w India has tried beads to help 
wo men keep track o f their menstrual 
cy cles, birth co ntro l pills, intra uterine 
dev ic-es, massiv e pro grams to distribute 
free co ndo ms, financial rewards to men 
who v o lunteer fo r v asecto mies, eco no mic 
disincentiv es (punishment, in reality ) fo r 
tho se who pro duce mo re than two o r three 
children. All this has left India still with a 
staggering annual birth rate o f 35 per 1,000 
po pulatio n (co mpared witir 14.9 per 1,000 
in the U.S.). 


India has fo und that no number o f clinit-s 
o r family planners can surmo unt, ev en in a 
generatio n o r two , the facto rs o f histo ry 
and traditio n, religio n, do mestic po litics, o r 
ev en natio nal ambitio ns that are based o n 
big po pulatio ns and large armies. Mo st o f 
all, India has no t been able to co pe with the 
igno ranc-e o f the masses.

the

I’v e cho sen to believ e that the sto ry is 
apo cry phal, but there is pathetic ev idence 
that it illustrates o ne o f the mo st 4ifficult 
barriers to po pulatio n co ntro l. 


But are things really so desperate that 
India o r any o ther co untry must reso rt to 
fo rced sterilizatio n’’ Is that the ultimate 
step to ward defusing the po pulatio n bo mb? 


Indians seemed to accept witho ut much 
screaming 
at 
least 
the 
co nc-ept 
o f 
sterilizatio n — but that may be because the 
mo re v o cal elements o f so ciety still assume 
it is so meo ne else who ev entually will face 
the co mpulsio n.

Moberly . which has been ranked as high as 
eighth in this y ear’s National Junior College 
Athletic Assixiation poll, has lost only one 
other game this season That came early in the 
campaign agaiast Johnson County (Kan.) The 
Grey hounds are 10-2 
The Roadrunners take into the game an 81.0 
scoring average They are shooting nearly 50 
per cent (48 per cent to be exact) from the 
field and are holding their opponents to 6 9 .6 
points per game 


Although SFCC is hitting only 6 3 per cent 
from the line, the Roadrunners have more 
than doubled their opponents trips to the 
charity stripe.

Thé three top grades of beef 
commonly seen in retail stores 
are prime, choice, and good, in 
their order of tenderness and 
juiciness 
A prime steak, for 
example, has more rnarbling- 
fleeks of fat in the lean than 
choice or good 
lînder the new rules, the 
standards for prime and choice 
will be widened and those for 
gocxJ narrowed That wilt mean 
more cattle — and the beef 
they produce — can qualify for 
the two top grades 
Although the use of federal 
beef grading by meat packers 
and retail stores is voluntary. it 
is common in the industry and 
l a b e l s 
designating 
prime, 
choice and good are familiar to 
shoppers 
Histomally, 
the 
tenderest 
and most expensive cuts of beef 
are prime and come from 
cattle which have been pam­ 
pered and fed grain dunng 


much of their lives, particular­

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Cuban embargo a touchy subject for U.S. businesses

NEW YORK (AP) - In a 
basement cafeteria at the 
United Nations, the Cuban 
mission's third, secretary re­ 
cently hosted a low-keyed 
business luncheon with of­ 
ficers of the Continental Can 
Co 
The secretar>'. Hugo Yedra, 
related Cuba's interest in buy­ 
ing rebuilt and new equipment 
for a cannery expropriated 
from the New York firm after 
Fidel Castro took power in 
1959 The businessmen, seek­ 
ing to offset the $8.9 million 
loss, expressed interest 
Such a sale is prohibited 
now under the U.S. trade em­ 
bargo against Cuba, imposed 
in 1962 But the Cubans are 
looking ahead, and so are 
some American businessmen, 
even though U.S.-Cuban rela­ 
tions are more strained than 
usual today because of Cuba’s 
support of a leftist faction in 
Angola. 
Cuba’s five-year economic 
plan, beginning this month, 
calls for exports of canned 
fish and fruit juice, but the old 
Continental plant in Cuba, 
where the canning is done, is 
short of parts and is operating 
at less than half capacity. 


The luncheon ended in­ 
conclusively, after Yedra told 
the Americans that Cuba was 
taking bids on cannery equip­ 
ment from other capitalist 
countries so it won’t have to 
wait for Washington to lift the 
trade ban 


The meeting was typical of 
others arranged for American 
businessmen in recent months

Sim ants' trouble began 
after his only child died

“ went whole hog’ with his 
dnnking after the death of his 
only child, liis ex-wife testified 
Tuesday 
Mrs. .Mary Olson of North 
Platte was the first witness 
called to testify for the defense 
in Simants trial 
His tape-recorded confession 
to the murders was played in a 
packed Lincoln County District 
Court courtroom shortly before 
Mrs. OLson testified. 
In the confession, made about 
one hour after his arrest, Sim­ 
ants, 30, admitted shooting six 
members of the Henry Kellie 
family of Sutherland on Oct. 18. 
He had difficulty recalling sex­ 
ual assaults on two of the vic­ 
tims, but did remember some 
details when questioned. 
.Mrs. Olson said she and her 
husband signed a document 
permitting 
their 
3-year-old 
daughter to be removed from a 
respirator in an Omaha hospi­ 
tal in 1970. 
She described the child, born 
with an open spine and para­ 
lyzed from the waist down, as 
already dead when the respira­ 
tor was removed. Both she and 
her 
former 
husband 
were 
present, along with other rela­ 
tives, when the child’s heart­ 
beat stopped after the machine 
was disconnected. 
For "a long, long time” after 
that. Simants drank very heavi­ 
ly, she said. 
Both Mrs. Olson and her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Sandra Highsmith of 
North Platte, testified that Sim­ 
ants began drinking, sometimes 
to the point of intoxication, 
when he turned 21 in November 
1966 
Mrs. Olson said she and Sim­ 
ants were separated in 1967, 
and later were divorced. While 
still married, she said, on occa­ 
sion “ he’d just go blank He’d 
stop whatever he was doing. 
He'd just go out of the house 


and wander.” She said Sim­ 
ants’ blackouts last from 15 
minutes to an hour. 
When her husband had been 
drinking, she said, “ He’d come 
home and we’d get in a fight 
and . . . I d get beat up.” 
Following the death of the 
child. Sabrina Lyn, Simants 
“ seemed very hurt and later 
blamed it on himself that she 
was born that way,” Mrs. Ol­ 
son said 
Mrs. Highsmith characterized 
Simants as a “ drunk and a 
bum,” 
and 
said 
after the 
child’s death, she “ most gener­ 
ally” saw him "coming and go­ 
ing from a bar. ” 


There were some 150 persons 
jammed into the courtroom, 
with others in the corridor out- 


side, when Simants’ 19-minute 
confession was played. The au­ 
dience included 30 Sutherland 
High School students. 
Defense attorneys objected to 
the introduction of the tape and 
moved to have it stricken from 
the record after it was played 
in court. District Court Judge 
Hugh Stuart overruled both mo­ 
tions 
In the taped statement, Sim­ 
ants detailed how he shot his 
victims one by one. He is 
charged with six counts of first- 
degree murder while in the 
commission of, or attempted 
commission of sexual as,saults 


Neither Simants, nor others 
in the courtroom, visibly dis­ 
played any emotion while the 
tape was played.

NEW YORK (AP) - This is 
the age of the study committee 
In business, government and 
academic life the phrasing is 
similar. “ The matter was re­ 
ferred to the committee for fur­ 
ther study.”

Bryant, who in September in­ 
stituted unsuccessful legal ac­ 
tion to rescind NCAA restric­ 
tions 
on

squads, would not confirm a 
published report the SEC would 
bolt the organization if realign­ 
ment fails.

Bryant was quoted by the 
Memphis Commercial Appeal 
as having said earlier Tuesday 
at

SEC 
pre-conventiom 
meeting. 
"ABC (AmericaiT Broadcast­ 
ing Co.) wouldn’t televise us,” 
the newspaper quoted him as 
saying, "but NBC (National
